SOME FALLACIES 


Many people who have not studied the matter thoroughly j 
wonder how it is that store? which buy large advertising space; 
cai: tell more cheaply than tnose which advertise but little or 
no* at all. The layman often thinks of advertising as an added* 
expense, when as a matter*of fact it is not an added expense, S 
when as a matter of fact it is not an expensive but a saving 
in rent, in labor andother overhead. 
I he main items of expense in merchandising, according 
to those who write about the matter, are labor, rent, interest, 
and incidentals such as light, heat and the like. A moderate! 
sized store, for example, with an expense of $1000 a month 
and doing a $20,000 monthly business, must add five p<( cent 
to the cost of the goods to take care of the expenses. By spend- 
$100 a month for a d v e rtisin g ,^ sales can be run up to $30,- 
000 a month and the cost thus cut to 3 1-3 percent. In other 
words, the store can give the customer a, cut on the goods of 
more than one percent and still make as much or more money 
than it could have done had no advertising been used. 
One writer recently stated the matter thus: “Before the 
principles of merchandising were well understood, a man was 
always trying to enlarge his store. Now he is crying to do the 
largest possible amount of business in the smallest possible 
space.” In other words, by using as little space as possible, by 
by keeping the sales forces busy all the time, the merchant 
is cutting expense, this cutting is made possible by letting the 
people know w hat he has to sell and the price they will be 
asked to pay. 
Another fallacy that is prevalent is the amount of profit 
made by merchants on different articles. It is not the profit 
that a merchant make 
it is the poor business methods which make 
higher 
prices* 
necessary to keep the merchant in business. To quote a well­ 
known writer: 
“A well-managed store, in order to keep a volume of busi­ 
ness going and to prevent the accumulation of unsalable stock, 
is nearly always selling part of its merchandise at a loss and 
trying to make up on new merchandise. If the item of profit 
were entirely eliminated from department stores, the reduction
